Try  entering  some  of  the  dormitory  rooms 
during  the  day.

Tie 
nterested  other  librarians  in  the  idea  of  de¬ 
voting  a  particular  seven -day  period  of  each 
flear,  midway  between  the  summer  and 
Christmas  holidays,  to  stress'  books  for  boys, 
t  was  . so  splendid  an  idea  that  it  soon  be¬ 


came  Children’s  Book  Week,  but  the  adults 
would  not  be  excluded,  so  it  is  now  plain 
“Book  Week." 

For  seven  days  of  each  year  the  reading 
public  adyertises'  its  wares,  and  each  year 
hundreds  of  people  outside  this  sphere  discov¬ 
er  that  fdr  a  few  cents  they  are  able  to1  pur¬ 
chase  a  fortune  of  information  and  enter¬ 
tainment. 

In  a  way  this  week  is  a  tribute  to  the  med-
